It Wasn't Yesterday 


It’s close to 20 years now since Art Somers was the 
kingfish in the Pacific Coast Hockey league. As a fiery 
centreman with Guy Patrick’s Vancouver Maroons, Somers 
topped all point getters out there for a couple of seasons. 

Those were the days when, for the most part, Edmon- 
ton products were just becoming pro hockey conscious and 
if memory serves aright “Red” Beatty, Paul Runge and 
Don Cummings, probably the first out-and-out kid line to 
operate in these parts, chose this time to toss off their 
amateur status in tavor of bi-monthly pay cheques as mem- 
bers of teams in the PCL. 

Beatty, as a matter of fact, took over most of Somers’ 
Vancouver holdings when it came time for the present 
coach of Regina Caps to move on to the majors, The car- 
rot-top, absolutely, positively one of the very best to come 
out of the local puck mill, not only stepped into Somers’ 
pivot spot with Maroons but as well proceeded to pace the 
circuit in scoring. 

By this time Somers was eating high on the hog 
with New York Rangers. He had made it in one hop 
when the Patrick brothers Guy and Lester, the latter 
even then solidly entrenched at Madison Square Gar- 
den, worked out a deal that took him from the slopes 
of the Pacific to the Great White Way.

The Cooks, Boucher, ‘Taffy’ et al 


In those days the Ranger line-up read like hockey’s 
Who's Who. The Cook brothers, Bill and Bun, “Taffy” 
Abel, “Ching” Johnson, Frank Boucher, Murray Murdoch, 
Cecil Dillon and more immortals and near-immortals made 
certain that the Blue-Shirts stayed in the front ranks, 

Fact that he had suddenly acquired such famed run- 
ning mates fazed Somers not at all. Never one to back up 
from a fight he mixed it with hardrock Bill Cook in one of 
the first workouts after joining the club. 

The story goes that the brash rookie from the Coast 
loop got quite a going over from the great rightwinger. At 
the same time, though, he won the respect of most of his 
new found teammates, 

It has been like that with Somers all through his 
hockey career, generally more storm than calm, 

Observers of the United States Hockey league scene 
still talk about his brawl with Gus Marker, Tulso pilot, dur- 
ing the 1946-47 season. Somers had the Houston club, One 
night, with the Huskies at home to Tulsa, Somers became 
incensed at a taunt hurled his way by Marker, 

Upshot was that Somers went after the Tulsa 
pilot who, incidentally, learned his hockey at nearby 
Camrose, Finally it took most of the Houston police 
force, aided and abetted by a bevy of state strong- 
arms to bring Somers down to earth, Marker was tell- 
ing Edmonton friends about the incident a few months 
later. “When that Somers blows his top, he really 
blows it,” he laughed,

So far this season Somers has been mostly business, 
with now and then a verbal shot at a referee just by way 
of letting off steam, He has the Regina aggregation roll- 
ing along at the top of the heap and threatening, as a 
matter of fact, to make a runaway race of it. 

Last night the Caps gave Calgary Stampeders a thor- 
ough going over, outscoring the Cowboys 5-1 for 57 min- 
utes of the route. 

When taskmaster Somers took over at the helm of 
the Caps there were those who wondered how veterans 
such as Gus Kyle, Vic Myles, “Sweeney” Schriner and 
Harvey Barnes would react to his whip-cracking methods. 

The WCHL standings as of today provide the answer. 

Under Ol’ Joe Fisher, benevolent headman last season, 
Caps were a colorful, hell-bent-for-leather outfit. They 
scored bushels of goals, were scored on many times in 
return. 

This term Caps have been content to turn on the red 
light less frequently in order to provide far sterner pro- 
tection for their netminder, Bev Bentley. The road to the 
Regina goal is fraught with a great many more pitfalls 
under Somers than ever it was when popular Joe Fisher 
called the shots. 

And presumably it's to be expected, considering 
that the man currently at the controls was that kind of 
player himself—a rough and ready performer
